Thg Intelligence Service of any 
great power in time of war collects 
within its ranks a strange—~—assort- 
ment of persons. They vary in 
nationality and they vary still more 
in character. They may be inspired 
by the highest motives of altruistic 
patriotism, or they may be moved by 
the most sordid considerations of 
pecuniary gain.

ST, PAUL'S CATHEDRAL 


(We are indebted to Mr. E. H. Jones, 
K.G., of Lacombe, for the following 
article). 


also to all who have an interest in 
historical buildings, is the dangerous 
condition of the Dome of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, in London. Probably in 
view of the widespread interest in 
this question a few facts regarding the 
Cathedral may at the present time be 
of interest. . 

The site of this Cathedral is upon 
an elevation on the north bank of the 
Thames, on what is known as Ludgate 
Hill, situate in the heart of the City 
of London. 

It is tolerably certain that Ludgate 


ed by Ethelbert, King of Kent in 610. 
loan church was destroyed by fire in 

Shortly after the destruction of this 
church began the erection of that 


Gothic style in the form of a Latin 
Cross, 690 feet long, 130 feet ‘broad 
with a lead-covered wooden spire ris- 
ing to the height of 520 feet. The mid- 
dle aisle was termed “Pauls Walk” 
from its being frequented by idlers as 
well as money lenders and general 
dealers. 

During the year 1666, at the time of 
the greatiplague, the ‘Cathedral, espec- 
fally “Pauls Walk,” was used as a 
hospital for those suffering from the 
plague. 

In 1136, before the (building was 
completed, it was-greatly injured by 
fire, Att last, nowever, the building 
was completed about 1240 when the 
central tower and choir were rebuilt, 
and it was probably at this date the 
largest and finest church in England. 

This central tower, together with 
its spire, rose , as before stated, to a 
height of &20 feet, more than 100 feet 
higher than the Goldem Cross above 
the present Dome, so that it could 
boast of being the loftiest spire in 
the ‘world; 70 feet higher than the 
Great Pyramid. St. Pauls was dam- 
aged ‘by lightning in 1444 and again by 
fire in 1561 and was utterly destroyed 
by the great fire im the reign of King 
Charles the 2nd, 1666, at which time a 
large portion of the City of London 
was also burnt. 

The ruins remained for about eight 
years and the rebuilding was taken 
in hand by the Government of Charles 
II. and occupiel from 1675 to 1710. 

The whole building was completed 
at the tot'al cost of £1,511,/202. The 
building is of ‘Portland stone, in the 
form of a cross. Its length is 510 feet, 
the width from north ito south portico 
282 feet and the general height is 100 
feet. 

The whole is surmounted by a great 
Dome raised on eight arches. Above 
the Dome is a ‘Lantern Gallery tlermin- 
ated above ‘by a ball amd giided cross 
404 feet from the pavement beneath. 

It is difficult to realize the desola- 
tion and confusion which reigned on 
every hand after the great fire had 
been extinguished. Houses, public 
halls, hospitals, monuments were all

with what this process means, it will 
be well to explain.

Both these parts were hard 
ones inasmuch as they called for the 
representation of strong emotion and 
stage emotion is the most difficult of 
things to produce naturally. Miss 
McLeay overcame the difficulties 
brilliantly—if that overworked and 
much abused word word may be dsed 
of alt was her performance in the 
tragic scene where she is shot and 
dies in her lover’s arms.

‘concert and dance, which was h2ld at 
the Industrial School on Baster Mor- 
day, April 13th. There was contagicn 
in the joyous spirit which character- 
ized this very happy gathering of 
some of Canada’s most-recently adopt-' 
ed citizens. A'tlhough a few of thé 
‘older members of Hebridean families 
present, when questioned, made reply: 
“We are lonesoue for Scotlano,” cer- 
tainly on the part of the younger folk 
there ‘w?s no indication of the elight- 
est disc ntent with life in this coun- 
try. 

The fumction was opened at 8 p.m. 
with the stage set for a folk play, en- 
titled “Reitach Moraig,” meaning ‘“‘The 
Espousal of Morag.” The play wasi 
excellently put on. It was an iNumin- 
ating interpretation of the manner in. 
which espousals ‘were conducted in 
the Hebrides in the old, old times. 
Some ‘of the names were ‘changed to 
conform to local geography. The 
suitor ‘was ‘represented by his sponsor 
as a promising agriculturist who own- 
ed a well-stocked farm in ‘tthe Poplar 
‘Ridge district. He had found favor 
with the Scotch lassie’s father, but 
his suit was bitterly opposed ‘by her 
mother. In tthe end Jove won, and af- 
ter the young folks’ vows were pledg- 
ed in wine, they all danced a Scotch 
reel to the music of the pipes and 
happiness reigned supreme.

THE STORY OF A 

GREAT SCHOOLMASTER 

Being a plain account of the life and 

ideas of Sanderson of Oundle, by H. 
G. Wells. 


(Published by Chatto and Windus, 
London). 

“Of all the men I have met—and 1! 
have now had'a fairly long and active 
life and have met a very great variety 
of inieresting people—one only has 
stirred me to a biographical effort. 

This one exception is F. W. San- 
derson, for many years the headmaster 
of Oundle School. 

I think him, beyond question, the 
greatest man I have ever known with 
any degree of intimacy, and it is in 
the hope of conveying.'to others some- 
thing of my sense not merely of his 
importance, but of his peculiar genius 
and the rich humanity of his char- 
acter, that I am setting out to write 
this book.” 

These significant words constitute 
the opening paragraphs of H. G. 
Wells’ recently published book. 

Sianderson’s work has attracted 
wide-spread attention in Britain, and 
in these days of ferment in education- 
al matters and dissatisfaction with 
the results of present educational 
systems, his methods and ideals are 
bound to exert a lasting influence. 
Wells says: “By all ordinary  stan- 
dards the Oumdle school of his later 
years was a brilliant success; ‘boys 
had: to be entered five years ahead; 
but successful as it was it was no 
more than a sketch and demonstration 
of the schools that are yet to be. 

Sanderson was not born with the 
proverbial silver spoon in his mouth. 
He was educated in' a parish school. 

Hard work and a resulting scholar. 
ship gave him the opportunity for a 
university education. 

The author very interestingly des- 
cribes his handicaps in assuming the 
headmastership of an English public 
schoo] where so much store was set 
on “birth” amd “tradition.” Sanider- 
son’s methods were, at first, largely 
experimental. “No one learnt so 
much at Oundle as he did.” He soon 
became convinced’ that nearly all boys 
could be interested im some subject, 
and that Physics, Mechanics and 
Chemistry, where boys were encourag- 
ed to make something or try experi- 
ments, had a particular appeal. 

He hecame very impatient of the 
competition-compulsion, class-list sys- 
tem of teaching and the work in many 
branches took the form of clusters of 
boys surrounding an attractive problem 
with each doing his part in the solu- 
tion. 

This group idea, with every boy tak 
ing his responsible share in the work, 
became the dominant one in the 
school courses. Its application ito 
such subjects as history. geography 
and! literature is remarkably: suggest- 
ive. 

Not only were the boys learning the 
value of co-operation, but the spirit of 
creation pervaded the school. 

They were working to make some- 
thing or to state something and not to 
gain something. 

The possibilities of this new spirit 
are thus expressed by Sanderson in 
ong of his sermons: “We will first of 
all transform the life of the school. 
then the boys, grown into men and 
the girls grown into women, will trans- 
form the life of the nation and of the 
whole world. 

‘Sanderson was a trained theological 
student and many pages of the 
“Story” are devoted to extracts from 
his sermons an! scripture lessons. 

There ig nothing orthodox about 
them. 

On the contrary they are most un- 
orthodox—arresting, almost: jolting 
one’s conventional ideas. 

Perhaps our conventional ideas need 
a little jolting these days. ‘One of his 
clerical assistants says: ‘‘The (Head 
fought shy of anything which he felt 
might cramp a boy’s tendency to think 
for himself and develop his own 
views.” 

Wells tells us that the war (in 
which he lost his eldest son and many 
of his boys and colleagues) “turned 
Sanderson from a successful school- 
master into an amateur statesman.” 
“He became a propagandist.” He 
went to Chambers of Commerce. to 
Rotary Clubs, to Civic Assemblies, to 
tell them of this idea of organization 
for service, instead of for profit and 
possession.” 

The extracts from his lectures’ in 
which he outlines the practical appli- 
eation of his ideas make stimulating 
reading. It might almost be summed 
up as the reorganization of the 
world through schools. 

To quote Wells again: “In that age 
of realization every village will he 
dominated by its school, with its 
library and theatre, its laboratories 
and gymnasium, every town will con- 
verge upon its cluster of schools and 
colleges, its research buildings and 
the Hike. anl it will have its Great 
Chapel, its House of Vision as_ its 
erown and symbol even as the cathed- 
tal was the crown and symbol of the 
being and devotion of the medieva} 
city.” 

Sanderson died: suddenly of heart 
failure in London at the close of an 
address to tha National Union of 
Scientific Workers. The author of 
this book was presiding at the lecture 
and the great majority of those whe 
read this book—and every forward. 
looking man and woman should read it 
—will share his feelings of irrepar- 
able loss. We will also share the h- 
lief “that latent in men and :percept- 
ible in men is a greater) mankind. 
great enough to make every effort to 
realize a more abundant life. and to 
maka the whole business of  liviny 
worth while.”

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A WASTING ASSET 

OF THE WEST 


Those who heard Dr. Michael 
Clark’s speech at the G.W.V.A. gather- 
ing last week must have been divided 
between ‘two feelings—first, intense 
enjoyment in listening to a master of 
thought and its vivid expression in 
speech; and, second, wonder and regret 
that such a man should, in his own 
half-pathetic phrase, be “demobilised” 
from the public life of Canada. When 
oneé compares Dr. Clark’s public 
speeches with the dreary stream of 
formless platitudes which fills the 
pages of Hansard or wastes the ttime 
of those doomed to attend political 
meetings, we can only ask in amaze- 
ment how it happens that we can 
afford to allow ‘Dr. Clark stay in re 
tirement. It is not that his opinions 
and theories command universal con- 
sent or are invariably and indubitably 
right. They donot. They are not. It 
is that in a world where certainty on 
almost any subject is impossible, and 
where original thinking is rare and 
its clear,.concise expression equally 
60,& man of Dr. Clark’s stamp ought 
by no means to be out of public life 
Conservatives may and do disagree 
with Dr, Olark’s fiscal theories, just as 
they disagreed—and as time proved, 
rightly disagreed—iwith his pre-war 
views on naval defence, but they also 
remember that Dr. Clark in the hour 
of the nation’s and ‘the Empire's trial 
threw to the winds political theories 
and party affiliations and gave all that 
was in him to the country's service. 
Those who care for country rather than 
party kmow perfectly. well that no 
measures and no policies brought for- 
(ward for public approval are ever the 


worse for trenchant and searching 
criticism, which they will certainly 
receive at the hands of ‘Dr. Clark. 


If they are sound they can _ stand 
his criticism which will never 
descend to mere cheap clap-trap and 
abuse If they are unsound their 
weakness will surely be exposed ruth- 
lessly, and the more that is, done, the 
better for those who bring the meas- 
ures and the policies forward and for 
the country which is to be the subject 
of them. 

There has been no public announce- 
ment at any rate of any invitation to 
‘Dr. Clark to stand again for any con- 
stituency. It is to be sincerely hoped 
‘that such an invitation will be given 
and will be pressed to the point of 
acceptance. The Liberals, like the 
poor and other regrettable things, 
must apparent!y be ever with us. At 
any rate let us try to secure the very 
pick of them for the good of the 
State. 


THE UNTAMED BALKANS 


The outrages in Bulgaria of which 
news came last week are typically 
Balkan in their savagery. In the 
early part of the week a bomb was 
thrown at King Boris when he was 
driving through the streets of Sofia, 
the capital of Bulgaria. The King 
escaped injury, but one of his attend- 
ants, General Georghieff, was killed. 
‘A funeral service for ‘the murdered 
general was in progress a few days 
later in the cathedral of the city when 
a bomb of some sort placed on the roof 
exploded with terrific force, causing 
the death of about fifteen persons and 
the injury of many more. Seeing that 
most of the members of the Bulgarian 
government and the prominent men 
of the country were in the crowded 
cathedral at the time, it {s surprising 
that the country was not at one 
stroke deprived of all {ts leaders. As 
it is, the government leaders seem all 


lives. 

The outrage is attributed to the 
Communists, and possibly this is cor- 
rect, but in addition to the Commun- 
ists and more or less in’ sympathy 
with them there is the large Agrarian 
or Peasants’ ‘Party. It will be remem- 
bered that this Party held power in 
Bulgaria for some time under the 
leadership of Stambulishy, whose 
methods of government were crude 
and forcible to a degree, even if they 
were not without elements of wisdom 
especially in foreign policy. Stam- 
bulishy’s government was overthrown 
rather more than a year ago by a 
coup d’etat and: he himself was killed. 
His place was taken by M. Trankoff 
who has remained (Premier of Bul- 
garia since that date. It is this M. 
Trankoff who with the members of 
his government has narrowly escaped 
a violent death, and it is at least pos- 
sible that the attempt was made by 
some members of the Peasants’ Party 
in revenge for the murder of their 
leader. 

Whether the outrage will have any 
further results cannot yet be judged. 
Perhaps the government thus terribly 
warned of their danger will be able to 
take active steps to suppress. their 
enemies. The lesson of the event, 
however, is ‘that the Balkans are still 
more or less unchanged, that under a 
veneer of civilization there is an un- 
tamed savagery lurking, and the ven- 
eer is very thim. Bulgaria is not not- 
ably: worse than other Balkan nations 
in this respect. The elections held in 
Jugo-Slavia two or three months ago 
were the first since the war which had 
not been marked by more or less ex- 
tensive bloodshed, and the same ten- 
dency to uncurbed violence exists all 
over the Balkan countries. 

It might be thought that we are 
sufficiently far removed from the Bal- 
kans to ignore ‘their performances, 
bad or good, but unfortunately the 
Serajevo murder of 1914 andits conse- 
quences has taught us a grim lesson 
in that respect. 
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GOLD 


In these times of fluctuating ex- 
changes, depreciated currencies and 
huge financial operations much has 
been said and written about the go!d 
standard for-money and the necessity 
for maintaining that standard. At the 
same time, even im countries like the 
British Empire and the United States, 
‘whose currencies have remained com. 
paratively stable and valuable, gold 
has practically disappeared from cir- 
culation. What is the history and the 
explanation of this strange power pos- 
sessed by gold in this world, even 
when it has ceased to be handled 
daily amongst us and remains hidden 
in the vaults of government treasuries 
and great banks? 

Gold is believed by historians and 
antiquarians ‘to have first begun to be 
looked on as valuable in the world 
about 6000 years ago, that is about 
4000 B.C., and it owes it value in the 
eyes of mankind to something very 
like an accident. In those early days 
of ignorance and superstition centain 
races of men living mainly about the 
shores of the Eastern Mediterranean, 
believed that certain shells had a mys- 
terious power, that they could avert 
death or sickness. In other words 
they regarded these shells as amulets 
or mascots. The shells therefore came 
to be very highly valued and much 
sought after, and naturally the de- 
mand grew to exceed the supply. 
Then, equally naturally, imitations 
and copies of the shells began to be 
made of any material that came _ to 
hand, such as clay, soft kinds of stone, 
and also the soft pliable yellow metal 
‘then found in abundance on the sur- 
| face of the sandy deserts around the 
river Nile and the Red ‘Sea. This, so 
far as is known, was the first use 
made of gold in the world. 

Once it began to be used, Its {ntrin- 
sic beauty led to its ousting all other 
materials for the making of the imita- 
tion shells, and even to superseding 
the shells themselves. The golden 
amulets or mascots came to be the 
most valued of them all. Next the be. 
lief in the wonderful magic qualities 
of the golden shells came to be ex: 
tended to all things made of gold. The 
fact that gold does not corrode or tar 
nish and is not destructible by fire 
added still more to the belief in tts 


fo have escaped at least with their; magic qualities, It became itself tho 


;symbol of immortality, whereas to be- 
! gin with it had merely (been thought to 
confer immortality on its -possessors. 
Theliterature of many ancient peoples, 
‘Chinese, Indian, Egyptian, the old in- 
habitants of America even, bears out 
this theory. 

Thus gradually gold came to be re- 
garded as the most valuable thing in 
the world, and the lure of gold has 
led not only to great destructive wars 
but also to movements of civilized 
races to parts of the world which 
otherwise might have for long been 
more or fess unoccupied, or peopled 
only by savage races. It was go'd 
that led to the settlement of Cait. 
fornia and Australia in quite recent 
times, when the real origin of the be- 
lief in its value had been almost com- 
pletely forgotten It is a strange 
thing to reflect that the great rush to 
‘Klondyke 25 years ago was merely a 
modern expression of the superstition 
of primaevaT peoples living ages ago 
around the Red Sea. 

dt was not until long after it had ac- 
quired its artificial value in the eyes 
of men that gold became a medium of 
exchange or money, for which its 
qualities of non-tarnishing and pli- 
ability made it maturally suitable 
apart from the value given to it by 
fgnorant superstition. This wholly 
artificial value which it originally ac- 
quired, gold has maintained unshaken 
up till the days of the late war, when 
the necessity for huge capital expen- 
diture made necessary also the issue 
of such quantities of paper money as 
to upset the balance formerly main- 
tained between gold reserves and pap- 
er issues, and to lead to the abandon- 
ment to some extent at any rate in 
practice, if not in theory, of gold as a 
form of money. 

It may be that gold will never again 
recover its former place in the world. 
If so, it must be reckoned as one of 
the strangest results of German mili- 
tary ambition that it has destroyed 
perhaps ‘the very oldest, more or !es3 
unconscious, and entirely irrationai 
belief of the human race.

NATURE NOTES 


BIRD HOUSES 


There are so many enquiries made 
about bird boxes at this time of year 
that, even at tthe risk of repeating 
much that has been published, we ven. 
ture to pen the following notes. Fer 
the benefit of those who are organiz 
ing the proposed School Fairs in tie 
district, we would ask them to consid- 
er the advisability of including a 
bird house competition in their pro- 
gram. 

This will appeal to the mechanical 
bent in most boys and some of the 
girls. 

The necessary materials can be ob- 
tained everywhere. 

There is an excellent booklet en- 
titled “Bird Houses and Their Occu- 
pants,” which contains illustrations of 
many types of bird houses with meas. 
urements and particulars of construc. 
tion. 

The booklet is published by the 
Canadian National Parks branch of 
the Department of the Interior at 
Ottawa, and anyone interested can 
procure copies by writing to the 
Commissioner, Canadian National 
Parks. 

For those who wish to put up nest 
boxes this spring, I would point out 
that the season is well advanced and 
the matter should not be delayed. 

A nest-box that will answer the pur- 
pose can be quickly made from boards 
or slabs. 

A hollow block from the wood-pile 
makes a good nest. The hole should 
be about 5 inches in diameter. Nail 
a piece of board on the top and bot- 
tom and bore an auger hole in the 
side about 5 inches from the bottom 
and you will have a most attractive 
house for Bluebird or Tree Swallow. 

Outside apearances do not weigh 
much with the little nest hunter so 
long as the roof is watertight and the 
joints are fitted closely so that there 
is no draught. 

With one exception the birds we 
are likely to get in our nest boxes are 
not very sociable. They don’t like 
neighbours. If you have more than 
one box, put them on opposite sides of 
the house or the far ends of the gar- 
den or yard. The one exception is 
the Purple Martin, which is not very 
plentiful in this district. 

It is larger than the Bluebird. The 
adult male isentirely black in colour; 
the females and young males are 
more of a smoky grey on the under- 
parts with a black back. 

They normally nest in woodpecker 
holes in old fire-killed stubs, gener- 
ally in small colonies. 

They are jolly, companionable birds 
and like all the swallow family most 
useful to the farmer. 

The Tree Swallow is sometimes call- 
ed the Martin but is very much smuall- 
er and can be identified by its clear 
white throat, breast and underparts. 

Tree Swallows are easily attracted 
to a nest-box and usually prefer one 
well above the ground—10 or 15 feet. 

A pair nested for two seasons in a 
neighbour’s yard in an old soap box 
which was lying on the top of an 
empty piano case. They entered by a 
knot-hole in the side. 


Ineed not say much about the Blue- 
bird. We all know and like him 60 
well, The Bluebird we have in Al- 


berta is the Mountain Bluebird 


his eastern cousin has. The entrance 
hole for both Bluebird and Tree Swal- 
low nests should be about one and 3 
half inches in diameter. 

The House Wren is a visitor we are 
almost sure to get if we put up a nest 
box. Wrens will make a nest in al- 
most anything that has a hole in it 
from an old tin cam tacked against 
awallitothe sleeve of a coat hanging 
in the shed. For such tiny mites they 
are full of life and go, and their song 
and chatter never seems to stop all 
day. 

If you have a quiet porch on one 
side of the house, you can sometimes 
persuade a Robin to nest in it by 
putting up a small shelf about 6 inch- 
es square. 

Sometimes a pair of Phoebes or 
Barn Swallows will take a fancy to a 
nesting place of this kind. 

Be sure your nest-boxes are out of 
the reach of cats. If your nest-box 1s 
set up on a pole ordn a tree, you can 
nail a length of stove-pipe round it

Note: The battle of Flodden fought 
between the English and Scots on 9th 
September, 1513, was the most disas- 
trous defeat ever suffered: by a Scot- 
tish army.

Mr. Geo. Dancocks was granted per- 
mission, subject to the usual regula- 
tions, to instal a gasoline tank on 
Gactz Ave. South, in front of the old 
office building in rear of the lot on 
which Mr, George Lindsay's office is

The city of Lethbridge wrote asking 
support of proposed provincial legisla- 
tion to provide a uniform weight for a 
loaf of bread throughout Alberta, and 
uniform sanitary and other provisions 
for making and distribution. As the 
Legislature had adjourned, no action 
was taken, but the Commissioners will 
investigate local conditions and have 
information in case the matter comes 
up again. 

Ald. Howlett wrote from Long 


Beach, California, March 12, that he 
expected, health, weather and roads 


and Solicitor Payne. Ald. McClure 
was out of town, and Ald. Howlett had 


permitting, to get to Red Deer the first 
week of April. 

Mr. N. R. McDonald made offer of 
$300 for the purchase of lots and 
dilapidated houses on Fifth St. South. 
The Councii decided to offer Mr. Mc- 
Donald the lots for $317.63, the amount 
of the taxes against them, on the terms 
set out in his letter—quarter cash and 
balance in three years. 

The Cricket Club was granted the 
use of the ground they had had in past 
years over the Canadian Pacific track. 

As a regult of correspondence with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany land department, the Council de- 
cided to fix the business tax for the 
new news-stand at the station at Red 
Deer at $22.60 a year. 

Mr. Michael Reidy was granted again 
the use of vacant corner Fifth Street 
North and Waskasoo Avenue at $5 for 
pasture. 

Mr. R. C. Neal and Rev. A. R. Her- 
ring asked for the use of lots 15, 16 and 
17, Third St. South, which in the past 
had been worked by Mr. Kelly, for 
gardening. Lots 15 and 16 belonged to 
the Sons of England and they expected 
to get the use of same. Mr. Kelly had 
worked twelve lots here with two 
fences for some years, and they would 
pay a reasonable price for the fences. 
The Commissioners felt that Mr. Kelly 
deserved consideration inasmuch as he 
had broken up the lots and kept them 
under cultivation. They will mediate 
in the matter. 

The Workmen's Compensation Board 
asked for a list of passenger and 
freight elevators in the city, so that the 
owners might be notified of amend- 
ments to the Act. The information had 
been sent. 

Tne Parish Hall Again 


The Vestry Clerk of St. 
church wrote as follows:— 

“IT am directed by the Vestry of St. 
Luke’s Church to acknowledge _re- 
ceipt of your letter of March 10, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Finn, advising ‘that in 
the event of the Parish Hall being 
used for other than church purposes 
or purposes incidental thereto, the 
usual tax shall be imposed.’ 

“The members of the Vestry are not 
quite clear as to the meaning of the 
resolution, and I am directed to ask 
for further information as to what 
may be considered as ‘purposes in- 
cidental thereto.’ For instance, St. 
Luke’s church is required to pay cer- 
tain sums to the fund for the bishop’s 
house in Calgary, and is also assessed 
for a certain amount for Diocesan 
funds. Would the raising of money for 
these purposes by way of teas, dances, 
card parties and bazaars, in the Parish 
Hall under church auspices, be con- 
sidered as coming within the meaning 
of ‘purposes incidental thereto’? 

“I ghall be glad if you will advise 
me as to the ruling of the City Council 
in this matter.” 

While some of the Council thought 
the enquiry was hardly necessary in 
view of the explicit terms of the 
Council's resolution, and rather ob- 
jected tospending further time on the 
matter, the following resolution was 
passed on motion of Ald. Snell and 
Broughton: — 

“With reference to the request of the 
Vestry of St. Luke’s church as con- 
tained in their communication dated 
April 14, 1925; That the raising of 
monies by way of teas, dances, card 
parties and bazaars in the Parish Hail 
under church auspices and by church 
organizations would be considered as 
coming under the meaning of purposes 
incidental thereto.” 

Building Permits 


The Rex Theatre and Mr. C. J. Smith 
were granted permits for additions to 
buildings, the circumstances under 
which the buildings were proceeded 
with without permits being explained. 
They are to be metal-clad. Ald. Gal- 
braith thought, in view of probable 
movement in building, the city office 
ought to give public notice of the 
necessity of obtaining butlding per- 
mits. 

Offer to Fix Up Gaetz Park 


Scoutmaster Gillespie offered the 
services of Boy Scouts in the fixing up 
and taking care of Gdetz Park. The 
tawn might supply seeds, etc., and give 
a prize or two for the best kept section. 
The need of clearing up Gaetz Park 
was admitted, and Ald. Snell stated 
that the Horticultural Society had in- 
vestigated the situation, but they con- 
sidered it was beyond the time and in- 
terest they could afford to give to it: 
it required the attention of a gardener 
most of the time, if flower beds, trees, 
etc., were to be put out, and kept 
weeded and cultivated. There was 
some doubt, in view of Ald. Snell's re- 
port, as to whether the Boy Scouts 
could handle it, but the Commission-

Commissioners’ Report 


The Council, City of Red Deer, 


'Gentlemen:— 


We submit our regular report as 
follows:— : 

1, The road on Fifth St. North from 
Waskasoo Creek to the cemetery hill, 
where the sewer was Iaid last year, 
has sunk in places.. We have a main- 
tenance bond for this road for one 
year from date of completion of the 
sewer, and the City Engincer was 
notified of the need of repairs and has 
requested the contractors to have 
these repairs made. 

2. We have received one application 
for sewer and water, connection, and 
several more are spoken of. We order- 
ed 200 feet of 4 inch sewer pipe to go 
on with. 

3. The No. 5 maintenance grader 
and scarifier was delivered recently 
and it has been used for levelling and 
grading the streets, and is doing 
effective work. The scarifier was not 
satisfactory for the work here, and 
this was returned, and a six foot blade 
and maul board ordered to use for 
heavier grading, and we recommend 
that a scarifier be made locally, such 
as is used by the City of Edmonton. 
After the roads are trimmed up, per- 
manent grading work can be done by 
using two teams on the machine. 

4. The truck is being used to haul 
cinders, which we can get if we move 
them soon. These are being put on 
roads that were cut up during wet 
weather. The water cart has been put 
in commission. 

5. It will be necessary to have the 
plank walks inspected and repaired at 
once as some are in bad repair. We 
will report later on what plank walks 
should be replaced by cinder walks 
this summer. 

6. A number of water meters have 
been out of commission in buildings 
where steam heating is used. This is 
caused by back pressure of hot water. 
Repairs have been ordered for the 
meters and we will write away for in- 
formation as to the best methods to 
prevent this: probably a check valve 
will have to be put on such services. 
Some meters were also frozen last 
winter. 

7. The bridge over Waskasoo Creek 
on Fifth St. North is in very bad con- 
dition. We submit report of Foreman 
Jones on this. The bridge was built 
nbout 20 years ago, and was repaired 
in 1910, and it has been patched up 


from year to year lately, but it appears 


now to be entirely beyond repair and 
unsafe for use. Notice has been placed 
on it that it is unsafe for loads or 
motors. 

8. We note that the Strathcona 
Horse are making a route march from 
Calgary to Edmonton next month, and 
we recommend that they be offered the 
use of the Exhibition Grounds should 
they wish to stay over night in Red 
Deer. : z 

9. The spruce trees on the boulevard 
opposite the Station Park are growing 
high, and will soon become spindly 
unless the tops are cut off. If trees are 
to be planted on the City Square this 
spring, plans should be prepared im- 
mediately. 

10. We recommend that Ross Street 
be gravelled in the low places west of 
the bridge over Waskasoo Creek this 
summer. Grading will not hold up on 
this piece of road. 

11. We inspected the road _inter- 
section reported by H. K. Byers, and 
recommend that Fourth St. South in 
Parkvale be graded from Fourth to 
Fifth Avenues. This should overcome 
the condition complained of. 

12. Regarding the letter from Dr. 
McAllister, we beg to report as fol- 
lows:— 

College Heights Addition, Plan 5932 
AH. The City owns about 11 acres of 
this, which was cancelled. The ar- 
rears of taxes charged are city taxes 
$1536.63, Government tax $21.61. Geo. 
Everitt owns ‘ive lots on which he has 
a house built; Mrs. May owns one lot, 
and a man in Chicago five lots. If the 
Government should purchase the 
Everitt property, the whole plan could 
likely be cancelled. 

Plan 1679 A.M. Four lots are owned 
by the city and four lots by others. 
This p'an could likely be cancelled. 

College Heights, Plan 3415 A.E. The 
city owns 54 lots, has title to six more 
from 192-4 transfer, six are under 1924 
caveat and 16 lots in seven parcels are 
owned by others. This plan can likely 
be cancelled. 

The City can sell immediately the 11 
acres, and probably cancel the balance 
of the 20 acres, provided Geo. Everitt 
can be dealt with either by purchase 
or exchange of lots. 

13. We submit departmental reports 
for March. 

14. We submit statement of receipts 
and disbursements for March. 

15.,.We submit accounts for 
authorization to pay.

On Clause 4, it was reported’ that 
some teamsters were pointing out that 
they paid $10 for a license to transact 
business, but that the town was haul- 
ing away ashes for nothing in com- 
petition with them. The Mayor ex- 
plained that they were using these 
ashes for crossings and sidewalks, but 
not much hauling was now being done, 
as the people who had the ashes want- 
ed the town to put them where they 
wanted and not where the town want- 
ed them. 

On Clause 6, Ald. Broughton was 
surprised that there were some steam- 
heating plants without a check valve 
on the boiler. 

Foreman Jones’ report was submit- 
ted on Clause 7. He had found the 
underpinning of the bridge in bad 
shape and considered it unsafe. Loads 
and motors had been warned that they 
crossed the bridge at their own risk. 
Tt was decided to have Engineer Dawe 
inspect the bridge before closing it. If 
he also considered it unsafe the bridge 
would be closed, and Mr. Dawe would 
submit a plan for a new bridge along 
the lines of the Kingsmill Ave. bridge 
with cement plers and timber super- 
structure, 

On Clause 9, the Commissioner and 
Ald. Snell discussed the need. The

It is regretted 
that a verbatim report cannot be giv- 
en, for every word was worth hearing 
and pondering over. Dr. Clark said 
that in addressing a gathering of re- 
turned men he felt himself at home, 
for in the war he gave all that was in 
him of personal t‘hought, service and 
financial effort towards helping in the 
cause. The fighting men themselves 
recognized that those who had to stay 
at home when allt their heants were 
with the menat the front had the hard- 
er task and the greater suffering. 
Two'things he ha@in common with the 
returned men. In the first place they 
went through the war together, they 
at front, he at home working to his 
utmost! and studying with strained 
attention the maps in which was 
recorded the progress of the struggle. 
In the second place they and he alike 
were demobilised from the public ser- 
vice at’ about the same time. 

(Perhaps two maim lessons had been 
learnt ‘from the war. The first was 
that life is a serious business. That 
was driven home with deadly effect on 
the men in the trenches where tho 
strain of existence was brought to 
the highest endurance ‘pitch. To each 


man it fell so far as in him lay to do} 


his bit, however small it might be, and 

inthe doing of that bit lay a great en- 

couragement, the realization that 

whatever might tbe the outcome the 

doing of one’s best was always pos- 

sible. To such circumstances Hen- 

ley’s words applied: 

“Tt matters not how straight the gate. 

How charged with punishment the 
scroll, 

I am the master of my fate, 

Iam the captain of my soul.” 

The doing of one’s bit carried with 
it the implication of something else. 
{f all one’s straining effort were con- 
centrated on doing one’s bit, it neces- 
sarily followed that one should not try 
to hamper others in doing their bir, 
that one should attend to one’s own
